All UC-AFT members should have received pay increases with the August 1 paycheck. We’ve heard from several members who found errors with 
their pay, so please check your paystubs to be sure your raise is correct. Librarian salaries should have increased by 3%, not including any merit 
increases effective July 1. UC-AFT faculty also received 3%, but according to the “me too” clause in our contract, we should have received the 
same 4% that Senate faculty will be receiving in October. We have filed a grievance for this sneaky attempt by UCOP to claw back this raise, but
